President Vetoes Pay 
Hike for U.S. Workers 


Claims Bill 
Ignores Need 
For Revenue 


President Points 
To Postal Deficit 
In Killing Measure 


DENVER (#•)— President 


Eisenhower today killed a 5 
per cent pay increase voted 
by Congress for lb million 
federal workers. 


In a statement at his vacation 


headquarters, the President said 
he was announcing his veto of the 
legislation "in order that federal 
workers may not have to Undergo 
a period of uncertainty as to my 
action." 


Congress passed the bill and sent 


it to the White House last Fnday, 
just before it closed shop on leg- 
islative matters. 


"This measure," the President 


said, "because it ignores the ad- 
mimstiation's 
r e c ommendations 


for postal late increases, would 
add 112 million dollars to the cost 
of operating the Post Office De- 
partment which is operating at a 
deficit of 400 million dollars this 
year 


"It is well to remember 
that 


since 1945 the accumulated postal 
deficit has reached the staggering 
total of four billion dollars. Like- 
wise, this measure would add more 
than 200 million dollars to civil 
seivice pay without providing any 
revenue to meet it."

Carrying Excess Weight 
Is Asking for Trouble 
C5 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


There does not seem to be the 


slightest doubt that carrying more 
fat on the body than one should is 
dangerous, to the health—as well as 
being unsightly. 


There is also not the slightest 


doubt that an easy way to reduce 
Is desired by all of those who are 
overweight. 
| 


E. F., for example, asks if there 


are any pills which one can take 
to get a slender figure and do no 
harm to the digestion. 
- The answer to the question of 
reducing is basically 
extremely 


simple: use will power to eat less, 
particularly of those foods which 
most readily turn into fat. 


Many reducing diets have been 


devised but I favor those which 
cause the individual to lose regu- 
larly and not too rapidly or too 
slowly. This will vary somewhat 
from person to person. 


The important thing is that once 


devised it must be followed or the 
desired results will not occur. 


Now to the health hazards of 


being overweight, a condition that 
is thought to exist in about one. 
fifth of all people over the age of 
30 in North America. 


Here are a few things which the 


fat person faces. Among insured 
men. those who are overweight 
have a higher death rate than the 
average at every 
aKe, and the 


greater the degiee of overweight 
the higher the risk 


It has been stated, for exam- 


ple, that for men 20 to 29 years 
old. the mortality of those 25 to 
"4 per cent overweight was 31 
per cent above the general aver- 
age, and approximately this same 
picture holds for other age groups, 
and for women as well as men. 


But ill health as well as an in- 


creased chance for early death is 
more likely for an obese person. 
One study of 74.000 industrial work- 
eis showed that at every age and 
increase in average blood pressure 
in both sexes, there %vas a steady 


fiO out of 100 were at least 20 per 
cent over the average weight and 
an additional 25 per cent were 
moderately over weight. 


It is impossible to list all of the 


disorders which are more com 
mon in fat people than in those 
who are normal, but here are a 
few: 
Gall-bladder disease, hernia, 


impairment of kidney functions 
and probably degenerative arthri- 
tis. 


The course of pregnancy and 


childbearmg is more complicated 
in the oveiweight than the under 
weight woman An operation on an 
obese person presents special sur 
gical difficulties. 


Altogether, the person who car- 


ries excess poundage is asking for 
trouble which could readily be 
avoided by exerting a little will 
power and eating less.

But there are certain housekeeping activities 


common to every home and there are principles of 
efficient home management that can help vou save 


time and energy in work that needs to be done.

ents and children close together through shared fun, common interests 
and values. That is why it is so important that housekeeping chores 
never be allowed to become so burdensome that time for family pleas- 
ures is lost.

They will be offering protection 


for nearly 13,000,000 Elementary 
and Junior High School children, 
or more than half of the young- 
sters between the ages of five and 
fourteen in this country. 


Helps Cut Toll 


Their successful operation in 


America has inspired at least 21 
other nations to establish similar 
units. Schools and law enforcement 
agencies in still other foreign 
countries are studying the Ameri- 
can School Safety Patrol system 
with a view to establishing patrols 
in their own homelands. 


The efficiency of the School Pa- 


trols, which has contributed so 
much to the decline in the traffic 
death rate among American young- 
sters, despite mounting traffic, is 
heavily dependent, however, on the 
cooperation of the drivers of motor 
vehicles. 
It is not practical, as has been 


pointed out by the American Auto- 
mobile Association which cooper- 
ates with local authorities in set- 
ting up the school units, for patrols 
to be stationed at every corner be- 
tween the homes of children and 
the schools they attended. There 
wouldn't possibly be enough of 
them. 


Neither has it been considered 


wise to invest the youngstei i who 
man the patrols with the authority 
to engage in actual direction of 
vehicular traffic. 


Aim to "Curb" Them 


It is their basic job to keep the 


•children from stepping off curbs 
into the hazardous highways and 
byways near school. And this job 
in itself, though admirably han- 
dled by the patrols, cannot be per- 
fect for the simple reason that lit-

Dishes which have been placed hi 
a drainer, scalded, covered with a 
clean towel and allowed to dry are 
sanitary, and you will have more 
time to do a job you prefer. If you 
finish each activity before begin- 
ning another, you will gain the 
satisfaction of a job completed. 


Common to all homes in which 


there are school children, is the 
need for equipment and appliances 
which, when properly installed and 
used, do much toward making 
housekeeping easier. Work-saving, 
time-saving equipment frees you 
from drudgery and helps you to 
become a more understanding and 
relaxed parent. 


A large-sized refrigerator holds a 


supply of food which will last for 
at least a week, thus eliminating 
those time consuming daily trips 
to the market. A freezer enables 
you to buy large quantities of sea- 
sonal foods when prices are low, 
and you always have food on hand 
when company drops in.

Let's take a good look at some of these facts: At 


the end of last year ... 


Fact: The United States was short about 345,000 


classrooms. 
A school child today-whether ele- 


mentary or 
high 
school - is 
already 
struggling- 


against the odds of an over-crowdedd classroom. 


Fact: In 1960 and that's only si?; years from 


now^_the elementary school child will share his 
room, his teacher and his school facilities with 
5,000,000 more children; the high school student with 
an additional 2.500,000 classmates. 


Fact: In March of this year, Dr. Samuel M. 


Brownell. Federal Commissioner of .Education, said, "If we are to 
meet current needs we must build 117,000 new classrooms annually. 
We now build approximately 50,000 a year." 


Dr. Brownell also pointed out that "we started this year with a 


shortage of about 72,000 prepared teachers for elementary school." 


What do these facts mean to 


every American citizens? Look at 
them in terms of human dignity, 
progress and happiness. 
To begin 


with, they may well mean that our 
children will be half-educated. 


One way or another--tomorrow's 


children may have the meagerest 
of education compared 
to pres- 


ent standards. 


Going 
further, 
what 
does 
it 


mean to have a population half-ed- 
ucated? Such children are apt to 
be poor workers, and it is not too 
Tar-fetched to imagine the nation's 
productive capacity being affected. 


Intellectually, the children may 


well lack the broad knowledge that 
makes for cooperation and team- 
work, for awareness and tolerance 
of differences among people and 
naticns. and for maintaining their 
country's status among other na- 
ti^ns. 


Emotionally, they may never be- 


come the kind of adults who are 
alive with positive curiosity, con- 
stantly enriching himself and oth- 
ers. 


Many people have said in many 


ways that the future of the nation 
lies in the future of its children. 
It can only follow that the nature 
of a nation is also determined by 
the nature of its children. 


What's 
wrong? 
Why haven't 


more new schools been rising, why 
aren't teachers being trained and 
offered 
better 
salaries. 
better 


teaching conditions? 
The world 


acknowledges that Americans are 
ingenious, a wealthy nation, and 
leaders in providing education for 
all people. 
Government agencies 


prepare studies and bills. Groups 
like the National Education Asso- 
ciation and the National Citizens 
Commission for the Public Schools 
work hard at the problem. 


Perhaps what's wrong is that the 


people as a whole—the parents of 
the future citizens—have not yet 
taken the issue to their hearts— 
and heads. If we are to safeguard 
our children's and our nation's 
traditional rights, facing the facta 
is something to be done—and soon.

Mounting Enrollments Throwing Heavy 


Burdens on School Facilities as 


New Term Approaches 


With the opening of the new school term scheduled foi 


but a few weeks hence, school authorities are stepping uj 
their summer long activities aimed at stretching educationa 
facilities to take care of the greatest enrollments in history. 


Their problems do in fact reach beyond the immediate 


community to embrace the colleges of the nation as well 
where higher learning will be sought by more girls and boys 
than ever before, 
Greatest Increase Is Grade School 


It is variously estimated that the total number ol 


youth enrolled in all educational institutions in the country 
including the hordes of beginners as well as the grade school 
high school and college youth, will exceed 40,000,000. 


Greatest increases in enrollment however will be experi 


enced in the grade schools where the number of pupils has 
been multiplying for years as more families have more chil- 
dren ready for the great adventure each year. 
Plagued by shortages of class- 


jcorns and shortages of teachers, 
educational authorities will require 
more cooperation than ever before 
from everyone, in maintaining the 
high American standards of learn- 
ing and m safeguarding the wel- 
fare of the children.
